Under the will of 24th October, 1927, the 
testator, who was a bachelor, bequeathed his 
two farms at Eskermore, ‘with the dwelling- 
house, furniture and effects, an £2,000, .to 
his‘ niece, Elizabeth Behan, who kept house 
and, resided ‘with him. To Mrs. Kate 
Brogan, his sister, and her -daughter, 
Mary, he left his farm at’ Rathlumber,

Testator appointed 
Andrew P. Fay and William O’K. White as 
his executors. 

In the codicil made on the following day, 
25th October, the testator revoked the pro- 
vision in his will that a sum of money be 
invested’ to. pay the rent of his nephew, 
Thomas Fitzgerald, and directed instead that 
the debts due by his nephews, Thomas and 
Jolin “Fitzgerald, to the Ulster, Hibernian 
and.

Mr. Shannon said that he was happy to 
say that a settlement had been arrived at 
between the parties. After paying the 
legacies under ‘the will, which amounted to 
£7,450, a egg of £3,770 was left to the execu- 
tors, to be disposed of for the charitable 
intentions of the testator as they thought fit. 
Out of the balance a large sum had to come 
for death duties and income tax." -For a 
number of years the testator had évaded pay- 
ing his income tax, and this would have to 
be met now. After paying those duties and 
taxes, £2,000: remained, and: the terms of 
settlement, which were approved hy © the 
Attorney General, proposed that Patrick Fitz- 
gerald: should receive ‘£100, and ten guineas 
costs; Mrs. Ellen Lynam £200, which was in 
addition to the £100 given her by the testa- 
tor; Elizabeth O’Brien, ‘the defendant, £300; 
Kate: Brogan, £400, as she got a farm’ under 
the will that was not valuable, and her 
children were very poor, and it was reco 
nised that some provision should be malls 
for them, and to Kdward Behan, a. nephew, 
£200. The Attorney General . should have 
his costs, and the defendant her costs, while 
the plaintiff would have his costs as execu- 
tor. When these sums came ‘ont. of the 
residue it would leave between .£800 and 
£1,000 for charities. 


Mr, Fitzgerald said that his client accepted: 


the settlement as fair and generous. 

Thomas Fitzgerald, who had been served 
with a citation, but. who was not legally re- 
presented, stood up and said that he opposed 
the settlement, and that he contested the 
codicil, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that, in view of 
this, the action would have to proceed. Mr. 
Fitzgerald was within his rights. He would 
add him as a defendant in the suit. 

Evidence was then gone into, and the jury, 
without leaving the box, found in favour 
of the will and codicil. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan decreed probate of the 
will and codicil in solemn form. 

Mr. Shannon said that he would not ask for 
costs against Thomas Fitzgerald. He asked 
his lordship to receive the consent, which he 
mentioned earlier in the proceedings. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan accepted the consent. 
He allowed the plaintiff costs as executor’s 
costs, and also the costs of the defendant and 
of the Attorney-General.

Mr. Jellett, K.C.; Mr. Hughes, K.C., and 
Mr. Cherry (instructed by Mr. W. J. iKeery) 
were for Mr.’ Behan; and Mr. Wood, K.U. ; 
Mr. Fitzgerald, K,C., and Mr. McGuckin (in- 
structed by Messrs. Roger Greene and Sons) 
for Mrs. Behan. 

Further evidence in support of the case 
made by Mrs. Behan was given, and various 
allegations against her as to.her behaviour 
during the holiday time at Kilcoole were denied 
in detail. 

Captain Moynihan, formerly of the C.1.D., 
and now a retired civil servant, was examined 
by Mr. Wood, and deposed to ‘anh interview 
which he had with Mrs. Behan in 1927, and a 
letter he wrote to her to be shown to her 
husband, his object..being. to endeavour to 
ring about an amicable understanding 
between husband and wife.. On a subsequent 
occasion Mrs. Behan came to his house. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Did she make com- 
plaints about her husband’s conduct ?—¥es. 

What complaints did she make!—Of ill- 
treating and beating her and ‘charging her 
with: infidelity. 

Replying to other questions of Mr. Wood, 
witness. said that he had an interview with 
Mr. Behan in July, 1927, in the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, Dawson street: 

“Mr. Justicé’ Hanna—What was her frame. 
of mind towards her husband’?—That she 
hoped I would influence ‘him to live 
amicakly with’ her, and do the best he could 
to improve their business. 

Mr. fjood—Did she mention the 
children ?—Yes, she was very anxious about 
the children. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Did she seem to be 
afraid of him ?’—Yes. 

Answering Mr. Wood, the witness gave 
an account of his interview with Mr. OB ti 
He presented Mr. Behan with his card and 
told him of .the complaints made by his 
wife, and said 'he should like to see them 
living in peace together. Mr. Behan made 
a statement’ which witness took down in 
writing, and Mr. Behan signed it. ,Witness 
told him to curb his tongue, and if he had 
suspicions to come to him and he would 
help him as far as he could. He did not see 
Mr. Behan again until August, when Mrs, 
Behan again came to him, and he went with 
her to her residence in Rathmines. 
Mr. Behan had not yet come in, 
4nd Mrs. Behan said he had threatened to 
kill her, and she feared the consequences 
when he would return.

Mr. Wood—Did he return’—Yes, at 1.5 
a.m. © Witness further said that Mr. Behan 
called him a very offensive name, and was 
excited aad-well under the influence of dfink. 
‘He accompanied Mr. Behan to Rathmines 
Police Station. One of the children said 
that he was afraid of his father. The next 
day Mr. Behan was examined by a medical 
officer, and witness was present when he 
was. committed by Mr, Little, the magis- 
trate, 

In cross-examination by Mr, Hughes, 
witness said that he left the civil service 
this month. His advice was asked by Mrs. 
Behan in his private capacity, and a had 
not known her before. 

Being further questioned as to taking up 
her affairs, he being a stranger, witness said 
that his object was to do a good turn; he 
had got many such cases, and was permitted 
by his department to take up private cases. 
He knew that Mr. Behan was a man who, 
in. his own opinion, at any rate, was 
suffering from a very great wron He held 
the view that Mr. Behan was su ering from 
delusions, because he had nothing definite to 
put forward about the allegations that he 
made—not that he was a lunatic, but that 
he had delusions. 

Counsel put to witness a committal form, 
on which Mr. Behan was committed to 
Grangegorman Mental Hospital. 

Witness said that he had nothing to do 
with thet; it was the police form. 

Mr. Hughes—Did you know that he was 
described in that as ‘‘ temperate,’’ of tem- 
perate habits ?

CLASSING THE FLEECE: 


At the base is a rapidly vibrating cutter 
—a sort.of cross between a barber’s clippers 
and an animated safety razor—which is 
gripped by the shank, and skilfully guided 
down the fore part of the sheep. Belly 
wool is shorn off in a few strokes, thrown 
on the floor, and kicked aside. Locks on 
legs and extremities are deftly trimmed. 
The rest comes off in one fleece. Necks are 
opened up; wrinkles carefully surmounted ; 
one fiank is cleared, and then the other. 
Then the fleece, a creamy, billowy, downy 
mat, lies for a moment on the floor. A 
** nicker-up ” darts forward, and, gather- 
ing it up in a semi-circular coil, carries 
it over to the wool table, where, with a 
deft cast, ha spread-eagles it out full 
length. There it lies like a great hearth- 
rug, while the burry neck and flank bits 
are “ skirted ” off, and the adhering locks 
shaken through the grid-like bars of the 
table. 

From there it passes to the ‘‘ classer,”’ 
the wool expert whose work it is to settle 
what use will eventually be made of the 
fleece. When the staple is of a standard 
Jength, quality and thickness of fibre, it 
is stowed away in a bin containing other 
fleeces of its own grade. The season’s

OTH President Cosgrave himself and 
B Mr. J. C. Foley, President of the 
Irish Tourist Association, look forward to 
a big merease in the number of trans- 
Atlantic visitors to this country as a 
result of Mr. Cosgrave’s recent visit to 
the United States. 

In their speeches at the third annual 
meeting of the Tourist Association, which 
sas held at 33 Dame street, Dublin,

the annual report, a comprehensive sum- 
mary of which was published in our issue 
of Monday last, 23rd April, declared that 
the tourist traffic, like ordinary business, 
could be promoted by advertising. He 
urged the fact that a good deal more 
could be done to develop this important 
source of revenue. 

\ir. Cosgrave said that our hotels were 
cradually and surely wundergoitig a 
change. All important places of interest 
to the tourist were well served with well- 
appointed hotels. 

{ll the retiring directors and officers

In moving the wore of the report, the 
Chairman (Mr. J. €C. Foley) said that the 
indications, judging by reports of hotel 
bookings all over the country, were excellent, 
and they shonpld be ready to cater satis- 
factorily for a considerable increase in the 
number of visitors this year. Whilst that 
was very satisfactory and. encouraging, the 
conditions in the country were in many re- 
spects abnormal—some despondency was evi- 
dent, but the Tourist Association did not 
share in that despondency, and was, in fact, 
pie of the greatest agencies for dispelling it. 

The possibilities of tourist traffic as a 
source . of revenue ad not . yet : been 
adequately appreciated in Ireland, nor had 
suficient measures been taken to make the 
country attractive to tourists, The railway 
companies were doing their part to encourage 
the traffic by organising special services, and 
by improving their hotels, and he would like 
that proprietors of all other hotels would 
show similar enterprise. Their roads were 
vastly improved as compared even with last 
season, but unless foreigners knew some- 
thing of the attractions of a country they 
would not be induced to visit it. 

The tourist traffic, like ordinary business, 
could be promoted by advertising, and that 
is where the Tourist Association was striv- 
ing to serve the nation. They had never 
fully realised how attractive their country was, 
and, therefore, had not previously made an 
crganised effort to attract tourists or to wel- 
come them NA“ AIG when they had insisted 
cn coming here. It was no exaggeration to 
say that thousands of conmtits End insisted 
on seeing this country in spite of the in- 
habitants. Perhaps that had been due to 
jamiliarity creating a lack of appreciation, or 
to something else. Anyway, the country now 
realised that the previous policy was entirely 
wrong, and would have to be revised. 

£40,000,000 FROM U.S. TOURISTS. 

Some Continental countries derived millions 
of revenue every year from tourist traffic. Ac- 
cording to the latest estimates, the expendi- 
ture by American tourists alone in Europe 
was in the neighbourhood of one hundred mil- 
lions per annum, and of that sum it was esti- 
mated that forty millions were expended in 
France. The national tourist office of France, 
with substantial funds at its disposal, carried 
on active propaganda in other countries. 

Most of the other European States, also the 
Dominions overseas, spent large sums annually 
on tourist development and propaganda, and 
in most instances pecuniary aid was given by 
the State. For instance, in 1925 the New 
Zealand Government voted £40,000 for pub- 
licity, and was satisfied that it was amply 
compensated by an increase of 3,000 in the 
number of visitors. 

After Great Britain, whose figures it was 
dificult to segregate, Americans contributed 
most to the tourist traffic of Ireland. In 1913 
visitors from America numbered 16.560; the 
number in 1926 was 10,638; and in 1927 12,500 
—the highest record for any post-war year. 

THE PRESIDENT'S TOUR. 

The visit of President Cosgrave to the 
United States and Canada was an event of 
enormous value from the tourist point of 
view. The dignified manner in which he re- 
presented the country filled them all with ad. 
miration. (Hear, hear.) The -will created 
by his visit would have a ing material 
effect for the country as @ whole. 

As that was the first opportunity he had 
had of meeting the President officially since his 
return, he would like to thank him, and tel! 
him that they were proud of him for the way 
he represented the country during his tour.

- THE ATLANTIC FLIGHT. 

_ Their pride, perhaps, was only equalled by 
that which they felt at the great ievement 
of their intrepid airman, Major Fitzmaurice, 
Whose flight to America, in conjunction with 
his two brave German colleagues, had called 
forth the enthusiastic appreciation of two 
continents, and had doub created a new 
interest among millions on those two con- 
tinents, redounding to the credit, and, they 
hoped, as a result, to the prosperity of their 
country. i 

The object of their movement was the 
attraction of visitors to Irish resorts; but, 
if they asked others toe' See Ireland First, 
must they not adopt the slogan themselves; 
and surely, with the improved facilities 
available for visitors throughout the country, 
it was time that they removed the anomaly 
by which many thousands of their citizens 
had been, up to the present, better ac- 
quainted with resorts in other countries than 
with those of their own country. 

| A SQUARE DEAL. 

With every prospect of a successful seasun 
before their indusiry, and with equally good 
“prospects that it would lead to greater 
things in the future, he hoped that the spirit 
enunciated at their previous annual gather- 
ings would be continually kept in mind by 
those comin in contact with visitors 
throughout the season. That spirit could 
not. better be described than in the words, 
“ a square deal for our visitors.” them 
look on those visitors not as birds of pas- 
sage, but as guests of their country, treati 
them as they would wish to i trea 
themselves in a foreign country, and i 
them back to their homes fuil of enthusiasm 
for their scenery, and with a determination 
to come again and again. ' 

FOR THE WHOLE COUNTRY. 

Dr. W. Lombard Murphy, seconding the 
notion, thanked President Cosgrave for his 
tindness in attending the meeting. It was 
f immense help to the Association to have 
ihe imprimatur and the direct interest shown 
»y the head of the State in the work of the 
Association. What seemed to him to, be the 
sory best. sign of the progress of the 
organisation was the increased contributions 
coming from the County Councils. That in-

the high appreciation which they held of the 
efiorts which have been made to improve the 
facilities provided for our visitors, Hotels 
and transport have undergone a progressive 
change during the past six years. Vast 
sums have been expended in each vf these 
directions, and the improvement is evident 
not only to those of us who have the good 
fortune to participate daily in its enjoyment, 
but to those who periodically come to our 


shores. 

. THE ROADS. 

Considerable sums have been expended 
and are still being expended, on the recon- 
ditioning of our roads, and I think those of 
our people who holiday on the Continent will 
@gree that our roads compare very favour- 
ably with Cofttinental highways. The 
amalgamation of our railways into one system 
has marked a further development, which re- 
acts in favour of our tourist traffic. Im- 
proved carriages, more hygienic accommoda- 
tion, brighter railway stations are all calcu- 
lated to enhance the attractiveness of the 
country, and efforts in these directions have 
not been wanting in the period under review. 
The economies effected under the reorganisa- 
tion scheme have rendered improved facilities 
for our travellers possible. 

The motor ’bus services, which I may say, 
without any offence, are of mushroom growth, 
are bais in freguency day by day, and 
few places of interest to the visitor are left 
unserved. The railways, tramway and “bus 
services cater, of course, for those of our 
visitors who have not the means to hire 
motor cars or of using their own cars. 

It will be readily understood that the 
facilities provided by the railways company 
and an extension of these facilities are de- 
pendent upon the results of the company’s 
traffic—in other words, upon their traffic 
receipts. There is, therefore, to be borne in 
mind that we have a considerable number of 
potential tourists in our own country. Not 
the least important phase of the development 
of our tourist traffic rests upon the support 
given by our own people to holiday resorts 
in Ireland. 

For a few years, at any rate, we might 
expect an expansion of patriotic enthusiasm 
for our attractions. Motor owners, hotel pro- 
prietors, and railways cannot hope to exist 
on the revenue they derive from foreign 
visitors. 
derived would be far more valuable if we 
had to a still greater degree the confidence, 
support and encouragement of our own 
citizens. 

OVERCHARGING 

Our hotels, too, are gradually and surely 
undergoing a change, and where complaint 
was well founded the Tourist Association and 
the hotel owners have come together to dis- 
cover where the remedy lay. All important 
places of interest to the tourist are well 
served with well-appointed hotels, where the 
service and cuisine are calculated to satisfy 
the most exacting of our visitors. Nor 
should I pass on without mentioning our 
second-class hotels, many of which have 
striven to meet modern demands. This 
aspect of the matter, however, is one which 
will repay further and constant attention. 

It is difficult to estimate the amount of 
damage which can be done by an isolated 
hotel either overcharging for its service or 
failing to cater in a satisfactory manner for 
its guests. The dissatisfied tourist is a 
propagandist agajnst the development of our 
tourist traffic. It is no exaggeration to say 
that the slackngss of business in certain 
well-known Continental resorts last summer 
was due as much to causes such as those I 
have mentioned as to the unfavourable 
weather experienced. 

Our attractions are too widely known to 
need any reference from me, but they are daily 
becoming easier of access, and consequently 
our visitors can be assured of increased 
opportunity of enjoying them. Our sporting 
facilities are an outstanding attraction to 
tourists, and many places which during the 
period leading up to the Treaty and the 
subsequent period of civil strife were not in 
favour by holiday makers have since been re- 
opened and give ever-growing opportunity 
for availing of these facilities. 


RESULT OF AMERICAN VISIT. 

To endeavour to estimate the possible 
favourable react#®ns on the touriSt traffic to 
this country of my visit to America would 
be to venture almost into the realms of 
prophecy. It is difficult yet to presage with 
any degree of accuracy what the result of 
that visit will be. I cannot help thinking 
and hoping, however, that it will encourage 
to visit us increasing numbers of our exiled 
friends and relatives, and also many who in 

st years turned their eyes towards the 
Diatinens during the holiday season. 

During my tour in the United States I 
bad an opportunity of placing before the 
American people a true picture of conditions 
here, and of i ig i ome to them the 
practical use which has been made by the 
people of this country of the resources now 
placed in their control. In the course of my 
travels I found that many wrong impressions 
were current. It almost seemed that when 
thinking of Ireland many ere travellers 
visualised the Ireland of 1J19-1923, and that 
they did not realise the change that 
the healing influence of time had brought 
about. 

Furthermore, I found that was ae le of 
Irish descent who usually visi urope 
in the summer season did not include Ire- 
land in their programme. I was enabled in 
many places I visited to explain the true 
state of affairs here, and I feel sure that 
many who before my tour in America would 
not think of including Ireland in their 
itinerary will now look with eagerness to be- 
coming acquainted with our attractions. Many, 
too, who visited us within recent years have 
had their interest in the Free State stimu- 
lated and will be anxious -to revive their 
memories of our scenic beauties. 
I, therefore, look forward with confidence 
to the coming season, which I venture to hope 
will be a record one in the number of tourists 


visiting this country.

SPEECHES AT ANNUAL 
DINNER, 


CO-OPERATION BETWEEN 
NORTH AND SOUTH. 


The annual dinner of the Irish ‘ourist 
Association was held last night in Clery’s 
Restaurant, Dublin. Mr. J. C, Foley, Pre- 
sident, presided, and there was a large at- 
tendance. 

The toast of 
honoured, 

The Chairman proposed the toast of 
“Ireland.” He said that he should rather 
say the toast of the new Ireland, and when 
he referred to the new Ireland he did not 
refer to the new political Ireland, but to 
the Ireland of new feelings, new ideas, new 
aspirations, new outlook and new achieve- 
ment. They had left behind that feeling 
of jealousy and suspicion which they enter- 
tained towards some of their neighbours; 
they had substituted for it a finer, saner, 
more hopeful, and a more healthy feeling of 
goodwill, which, he was glad to say, had 
been fully reciprocated. 

In this new atmosphere, this nursery of 
fruitful ideas, they had in the North and in 
the South been placing their agricultural in- 
dustry on a basis equal to, if not superior, to 
any country in the world. They had fully 
grasped the importance of the application of 
science to this great industry, and their 
agriculturalists had readily and satisfactorily 
responded. The Shannon scheme was part 
of the foundation of an industrial Ireland. 
It was an indication that they had grasped 
the idea that in a new country, such as 
theirs, they should experiment—take chances, 
take risks, not beyond the capacity of the 
country, in order to reach their goal. 

They realised the necessity of co-ordina- 
tion of effort, not only amongst the people 
of Ireland, but amongst their people and 
those of other countries To co-ordinate 
successfully with the people of other coun- 
tries: they should understand their view- 
point, they should meet them and fraternise 
with them. They wished to tell the world 
about themselves—speaking about the whole 
of Ireland. They had invited the world to 
come and see them at home—a rash invita- 
tion unless they were ahs Page to receive 
the visitors properly. e congratulated 
Major Fitzmaurice en the important part he 
had played in annihilating space and time 
and bringing the outside world nearer to 
them. (Applanse.) 

THE MINISTER FOR EDUCATION. 

Professor O’Sullivan, Minister for Educa- 
tion, said that the representatives present 
from the North were exceedingly welcome. 
There might be a certain amount of friendly 
rivalry between the two tourists’ societies, 
and he trusted that the hopes of both would 
be realised because if they were successful 
they would bring prosperity to the whole of 
Ireland. They all hoped that there was a 
brilliant future before Ireland, and whether 
in North or South, he believed that each felt 
it was his duty to work his best for that 
success. There were certain matters in which 
we were very favourably conditioned here.

He was surprised at the progress made in 
the classes for training waiters and waitresses, 
and he thought something could be done in 
training women as manageresses.

ULSTER GOODWILL. 

Mr. Patton, Secretary, Ulster Tourist 
Association, also responding, congratulated 
the Irish Tourist Association on the develop- 
ment that had taken place since he last 
attended the annual meeting. They in the 
North, he said, were as proud as those in the 
South, that it was an Irishman who first 
crossed from this side to. America. 
(Applause.) They in the North believed 
that the future of Ireland in _ tourist 
traffic was extremely bright, and when 
they had ‘such advocates as those they had 
heard that day, there was no danger of that 
future being lost sight of. They were all 
Irishmen first, and he could say that no one 
would be happier in Ireland than the people 
of the North, if both North and South ga 
came rich, wealthy and great through the 
tourist traffic. (Applause.) 

The Earl of Leitrim, proposing the toast of 
“The Irish Tourist Association,” tendered 
praise and congratulation to the directors of 
the Association for the position which their 
Association had reached after so short 4 
period of time. It was a big matter that 
they had such expert gentlemen to carry for- 
ward the important work to which they had 
set their hands. Mr. O’Brien, their popular 
secretary, was keenness itself; he lived en- 
tirely for his work, and he understood it so 
well that they could have full confidence in 
him. (Hear, hear.) 

As regards the classes arranged by the City 
Commissioners for instructing chefs and 
waiters, he had every confidence that the 
scheme would be a success. The secret of 
success in tourist development lay in what 
was done in the kitchen, They would bring 
ee back if they gave them suitable food. 

he Directors of the Association wished to 
employ an inspector of hotels. He was sure 
that the inspector would use the greatest tact 
and discretion, and would only ask that 
things should be done which were absolutely 
necessary,” and which visitors were entitled 
to expect. He stressed the importance of 
cleanliness and ventflation. A proper burean 
was necessary outside the country. It wonld 
cost about £2,000 a year. That was a big 
sum, but the North and South ought to join 
in it. There was no political significance in 
it at all; it was purely a business matter. 
They should join together for work outside of 
Ireland. 

NEW ASSOCIATE BRANCH. 

Dr. W. Lombard Murphy said that they 
had started a new movement in the Associa- 
tion that morning by the establishment of an 
Associate Branch, the members of which by 
paying 10s. 6d. would’ be entitled 
to et all the literature of the 
Association, including “ Irish Travel,” which 
was as good a travel journal as was to be 
found in any country. The advantage oí 
having associate members was that they im- 
mediately became interested in the movement, 
though they might not become active mem- 
bers. He appealed to all to do their best 
to bring in as many of these associate 
members as possible. 

Mr. J. J. Walsh declared that Irish 
hotels did their business quite as well as the 
hotels in any other country. They were 
cheap and reasonably efficient, considering the 
ditficultie®?, and unquestionably one received 
more civility in them than in the hotels of a 
great many other countries. 

Mr. George Fletcher, M.A., said that it 
would be idle to suggest that there was not 
very great improvement possible in respect 
of Irish hotels, but he agreed that, in view 
of the difficulties in their way, they were on 
the whole extremely good. If they could 
make their hotels im all cases reasonably 
clean, with excellent food, there would be 
what one did not always get on the Con- 
tinent—a kindliness of manner and human 


British visitors, at all events. (Applause.) 

Mr. Walter Baird, in proposing the toast 
of the guests, expressed delight at having so 
many guests at the annual function, because 
it helped to develop the Association. He 
paid a tribute to the assistance given to the 
Association by Sir Walter Nugent, Chairman 
of the Great Southern Railway; Dr, Lombard 
Murphy, and Mr. M. F. Keogh. 

Sir Walter Nugent, replying, said that the 
Great Southern Railway had done, and would 
do, all it could to assist and de- 
velop the Tourist Association in Ireland.

‘APPLICATION TO WITHDRAW 
SUMMONSES REFUSED. 


(BEFORE M CUSSEN.) 

When the case of seven women traders 
summoned for having carried on the business 
of street trading in Moore street without 
being duly licensed was called, Inspector 
McGloin asked leave to withdraw the sum- 
monses. * 

Eventually the cases were adjourned for a 
fortnight to enable the Inspector to com- 
municate further with his authorities. The 
Justice fixed Tuesday, May 8, for the hearing 
of another batch of thirty-eight similar cases 
from Moore street. 5 

There were over forty summonses against 
women traders for trading in Parnell street 
without holding traders’ licences or certifi- 
cates for street trading stalls. 

Mr. Cussen pointed out that no one could 
give a certificate for street trading in Parnell 
street, which was a prohibited area. The 
cases of three of the defendants, who under- 
took to take out licences and not go back 
to Parnell street, were adjourned indefinitel 
All the others, who refused to give the 
undertaking, were fined 20s. each. 

At the end the Justice announced that 
if any of the defendants came to court within 
seven days and gave an undertaking not to 
put stalls in Parnell street he would take off 
the fines.

Mr. Churchill’s Secrets. 


Mr. Winston Churchill's fourth Budget, 
which was unfolded at Westminster yester- 
day, contains few surprises. By far its 
most important feature—namely, its pro- 
posal for rating reform—will not come into 
full effect for another eighteen months. 
The scheme is that the British Govern- 
ment shall. raise a sum of £20,000,000 or 
£50,000,000 per annum, to be devoted to 
the relief of rates. The Chancellor pro- 
poses to introduce a Valuation Ascertain- 
ment Bill before the end of the present 
year, and during 1929 to readjust the 
whole system of rating in order that all 
agricultural lands and buildings—exclud- 
ing farmers’ dwelling-houses—shall be 
relieved permanently and completely of all 
rates, and that important concessions shall 
be made to heavy industries, such as rail- 
ways, coal mines and large factories. In 
this way Mr. Churchill believes that 
British exporters will be placed on level 
terms with their foreign competitors. It 
is a splendid scheme, conceived in a 
statesmanlike way. Although the average 
taxpayer—to whom, by the way, a valu- 
able concession has been made in respect 
of income tax allowances for children— 
would have preferred to read of a further 
reduction in “ordinary” taxation, the 
student of national economics will recog- 
nise the great value of rating reform 
to the country. Mr. Churchill has 
inaugurated a scheme of drastic economy 
in the spending departments. During the 
next five years no fewer than 11,000 
official posts will be abolished; the sum 
for debt repayment will be fixed at a 
definite amount per annum, and if the 
present rate of progress is maintained, the 
whole National Debt will be wiped out 
within the, next fifty. years.

To-day Mr. Ernest Blythe will introduce 
his Budget proposals for the current) 
financial year. In view of the close 
relations between the Free State and 
Great Britain, and the even cloger rela- 
tions between the Saorstdt and Northern 
Ireland, Mr. Blythe’s attitude towards a 
tax on petrol will be awaited with much 
interest. The competition in the Free 
State between road and rail interests is 
Blythe should 
levy an import duty on motor spirit, the 
railways undoubtedly would receive a great 
advantage. On the principle that the 
scale should be held fairly between the 
two interests, however, a petro] tax ought 
not to be imposed without some compen- 
sating concession to the motorists. The 
greatest burden which the moto: trade of 
the Free State has to carry is the heavy 
duty that is levied on all motor vehicles 
imported into the country. In the case 
of British cars this duty is 22 2-9 per 
cent., and in the case of all foreign cars 
it is 334 per cent. 

We print to-day, from a special cor- 
respondent, the outlines of a. scheme 
which he attributes to Mr. Henry Ford, 
aiming at the abolition of these duties. 
It seems that Mr. Ford would be pre- 
pared to have his new motor cars for the

It 
also would mean, of course, that a great 
industry would be established in Cork, and 
that irritating restrictions on the Northern 
border would .disappear. Would these, 
and many other consequent advantages, 
be worth a temporary loss of revenue? In 
our opinion, they would be well worth 
such loss; but the Government, with its 
eyes on the balance sheet, seems to have 
decided to the contrary. . The cancellatior. 
of Articles V. and XII. of the Anglo-Irish 
Treaty in 1925 was hailed as an act of 
statesmanship. The mutual abolition of 
motor duties would be of equal value. If 
the rulers of the Free State had some of 
Mr. Ford’s imagination, great things 
might be done. Is it too late to hope 
that, by a really big decision, they will 
give this plan a chance? 


Hotels and Tourists. 


In his address at the annua] general 
meeting of the Irish Tourist Association 
yesterday, President Cosgrave laid a wise 
stress upon the essential needs of the 
tourist industry in Ireland. He insisted 
rightly that the growth of the tourist 
traffic depended on the service which hotels 
rendered to visitors. “It is difficult to 
estimate the amount of damage which can 
be done by an isolated hotel either over- 
charging for its service or failing to cater 
in a satisfactory manner for its guests.” 
It is true, as Mr. Cosgrave said, that 
there has been substantial, although 
improvement in the last few 
years. That improvement, however, is 
noticeable chiefly in large hotels at 
It is possible to-ay, 
with the Association’s list of recom- 
mended hotels, to travel round Ireland 
finding satisfactory entertainment at 
the motorists’ principal halting places.

hostelry with reasonable assurance of 
decent entertainment. ‘lhe problem for 
the Association, in effect, is not so much 
to attract tourists to Ireland as to make 
the hotels universally safe for the tourists 
whom the transport companies bring. In 
every country there are occasional extor- 
tionate innkeepers; but in no other part 
of Western Europe is it the necessary rule 
of safety to strike a bargain before one 
orders so much as a glass of milk at a 
wayside tea-shop. Mr. Cosgrave said that 
the tourist. industry could not thrive on 
the revenue from foreign visitors alone. 
It needed “' the confidence, support, and 
encouragement of our own citizens.’’ It 
is, indeed, a sorry recommendation for many 
Irish hotels that they attract so few Irish 
visitors, and that the people of the Irish 
cities find it cheaper to take holidays in 
England or France than in Connemara or 
Kerry. Among causes beside the costliness 
of entertainment that discourage Irish folk 
from taking holidays in their own country 
are the vexatious Customs regulations. 
Hotel-keepers and others would have been 
grateful to Mr. Cosgrave yesterday if he 
had announced that his Government had 
decided to remove , or at least to reduce, 
the obstacles at present standing in the 
way of intercourse by motor vehicle 
between Northern and Southern Ireland. 
On Monday and Tuesday we described 
two severe blows to the tourist trafhc— 
struck by absurd and whlly unnecessary 
Customs regulations. Companies concerned 
in the promotion of touring by chars-d-bancs 
cancelled projected tours in Southern Ire- 
land on account of the refusal of the Free 
State authorities to admit their chars-da- 
bancs without payment of «he duty charged 
upon imported Accordingly, 
hundreds of visitors from Northern Ire- 
land and from overseas were lost to the 
hotels of the South.

Protection of Birds. 


We think that the Free State’s bird- 
lovers have a genuine grievance against 
their Government. From the report of 
the Wild Birds Protection Society, which 
was submitted yesterday to the annual 
meeting in Dublin, the inference is almost 
necessary that “Gallio cares for none of 
these things.” A bill for the prevention 
of cruelty to small singing birds, which 
had been passed by the Senate, was de- 
feated, last year, in the dil. The defeat 
was explained as the result of a mis- 
understanding, and the D.iil seemed to be 
a little ashamed of ‘tself; yet, though 
President Cosgrave is sympathetic, the 
bill, which could be discussed and passed 
in a few hours, has not been reintroduced. 
Again, certain orders for the protection 
of wild birds’ eggs in three counties were 
made two years ago. They remain un- 
enforced because the sanction of the 
Minister for Justice has been withheld. 
We hope that Ministers and deputies will 
make no further delay, and we wish that 
we could compel every one of them to 
read, mark, learn and inwardly digest our 
report of yesterday's meeting. It would 
convince them of two facts. In the first 
place, the birds ought to be protected 
because they serve economic purposes and 
because cruelty to man, beast or bird is 
a soub-destroying vice. In the next place, 
the study of bird-life, which the Society 
encourages, furnishes an incomparable 
school of manners and morals for the 
young. It provides a corrective of selfish- 
ness, noisiness, thoughtlessness, incuriosity, 
lack of feeling and other faults with which 
the events of recent years have tainted 
the national character. Yesterday Father 
Kennedy gave a lecture on the taming of 
wild birds. Could any boy or girl who 
should achieve a tenth part of the guod 
priest's success in this gracious art fail 
to become a proper citizen—kind, patient, 
intelligent, and endowed for a whole life- 
time with a private treasury of joy? We 
rejoice that two Roman Catholic clergy- 
men are earnest members of the Wild Birds | 
Protection Society. If the clergy of all 
the Churches would use their influence to 
make nature-study a leading subject in 
the national schools, a new bond of citizen- 
ship would be fashioned; the present 
monotony of rural life would find a 
wonderful mitigation, and the people's

Shakespeare in Ametica. 

On Monday two citizens of the United 
States honoured Shakespeare’s birthday. 
Mr. Houghton, his country’s Ambassador 
is London, spoke at Stratford-on-Avon. 
He said that the thousands of Americans 
who came annually to that shrine “came 
with the feeling and in the belief that 
Shakespeare belonged to them as well as, 
to Englishmen.” Eugene Tunney—known 
to millions of his fellow-citizens who never 
heard of Mr. Houghton—also staked a 
claim to Shakespeare when he lectured 
on the poet before the English Literature 
Class of Yale University. He enjoys the 
vast advantage over most lecturers that 
he is the world’s champion heavy-weight 
bexer: no audience would care to treat 
his opinions with disrespect. We, too, 
respect Tunney’s views on Shakespeare— 
whatever we may think of the university 
authorities who exhibited him to 250 
“spellbound ” students. His remarks were 
sincere and simple. Wf course, they ex- 
hibited a lavish ignorance, but one of 
them may send the. professional critics 
off on a new trail. Volumes have been 
written about Shakespeare’s knowledge 
of hunting and other field sports, but 
Tunney, we think, is the first to wonder 
“whether the poet™Was a good boxing fan 
or not.” Perhaps, Mr. Bernard Shaw, 
who knows a good deal about Shakespeare 
and something about boxing, will make 
this investigation his own. Tunney has 
our sympathy in the fact that his intro 
duction to Shakespeare was unfortunate. 
As a private soldier in France, he heard 
other soldiers talk about Shakespeare, and 
so bought a copy of “The Winter’s ‘Tale.’’ 
He found it hard reading—indeed, was 
forced to read it ten times before he “ got 
the metre.” We may velieve that, if he 
had not gone off “the deep end ” in this 
fashion—if, for instance, he had started 
with “As You Like it” and its fight 
between Orlando and Charles the 
Wrestler—his “reactions to Shakespeare ”’ 
would have been quicker and more enjoy- 
able. Nevertheless, in reading his first 
play ten times Tunney showed the stuff 
that was to bring him to the top of his 
own tree.

SIXTY MILLION POUNDS

At the Drapers’ Chamber of Trade Con- 
ference, held at Cheltenham yesterday, 
Mr. E. W. Tozer, a Cheltenham draper, 
estimated that sixty million pounds worth 
of retail trade was done by London 
drapers with provincial customers, which 
worked out at £2 per head.

OBITUARY. 
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CANON MASON. 


The Rev. Arthur James Mason, D.D., Canon 
of Canterbury Cathedral, died yesterday at 
Canterbury, aged seventy-six years. Dr. 
Mason had many claims to distinction. Up- 
wards of thirty-three years ago he became a 
member of the Canterbury Cathedral Chapter. 
He wag Cliaplain to the King, and since 1918 
had been Chaplain to the Order of St. John 
of Jerusalem. 

The third son of Mr. W. G. Mason, of 
Martin Hall, Nottinghamshire, Dr. Mason was 
educated at Repton and at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where he held a Fellowship from 
1873 to 1884, and was assistant tutor from 
1874 to 1877. For six years he was Canon 
Missioner of Truro, and after a period of 
residence as Vicar of All Hallows, Barking, 
he went to Cambridge as Lady Margaret Pro- 
fessor of Divinity. From that post he was 
appointed Master of Pembroke College (1905 
to 1912), and during his tenure of the Master- 
ship he filled, from 1908 to 1910, the office of 
Vice-Chancellor of the University. Since 1912 
he had been an Honorary Fellow of Pembroke 
College. 

Canon Mason had written numerous works 
in which he showed sound scholarship. ' Over 
half a century ago he contributed the ‘‘ Com- 
gees on Thessolonians the First Epistle 
f Saint Peter” to Bishop Ellicott’s “ New 
Testament Commentary for English Readers.”’ 
He was author aleo of various historical and 
other volumes, and he edited the ‘* Five Theo- 
logical Orations of Gregory of Nazianus.”’ 


MR. RICHARD HUMPHREYS. 


We regret to announce the death of Mr. 
Kichard Humphreys, who was very. well 
known in Irish railway circles. A native of 
Denbigh, he entered the service of the London 
and North-Western Railway in 1878, and was 
transferred to Greenore in 1879. He subse- 
quently served as the company’s agent both 
in Newry and Greenore, and in 1899 was 
transferred in that capacity to the North 
Wall, Dublin, which responsible position he 
held until he retired in 1922, after forty-four 
years’ service, when he went to reside, in 
Caernarvon, 

Mr. Humphreys was a founder and past- 
president of the St. David's Society, and 
took a prominent part in the work of the 
Methodist Church in Dublin, serving not only 
in its pulpit ministrations, but filling the 
office of circuit steward on both the Abbey 
Street and Clontarf Circuits.

Sir Clement Kinloch-Cooke was the first 
member of the House of Commons to put 
in an appearance this morning to secure 
seat for the Budget.

From. that time members 
followed each other in rapid succession. 
By mid-day there”was not a seat without 
a ticket marking reservation except on 
the Opposition benches. Labour men, by 
their own rules, are not allowed to reserve 
places in advance, but must take their 
chance when they reach the House. When 
the proceedings began to-day the House 
was well filled, and in a few minutes after 
the opening all the galleries were packed. 
The Public Gallery was subject to a pro- 
cess of intense packing, quite on the foot- 
ball final principle, by experienced 
attendants; but, even then, there were 
many scores of people waiting to obtain 
admission. 


Mr. Charchill’s Plane. 


In his opening remarks Mr. Charchil!

levy. He took an early opportunity of 
assuring the House that the worst, as 
regards debt, is over, and that the nationa!

him. The fixed debt charge is a reversion 
to a former arrangement, which answered 
very well, and ig likely to meet with 
approval in financial circles. Economy is 
to be exercised in the Government depart- 
ments, and no fewer than eleven thousand 
civil servants wil] -be retired within the 
next five years. 


The Petrol Tax. 


Some of the taxation intreases sounded 
somewhat niggling, such as another six 
pence on British wines, and sixpence oi 
cigarette lighters, but their justification 
is another hundred thousand pounds per 
annum. The proposed duty on: buttons 
and cinematograph films should bring in 
something worth while; for at present an 
immense number of buttons come into the 
country, not simply as buttons, but form- 
ing parts of manufactured garments. The 
tax on imported petrol and motor spirits 
is likely to arouse more opposition than 
anything else in the Budget, even thouch 
the sums received from it are to be devoted 
to the restoration of industry. Incident- 
ally the railway companies should benefit 
by the imposition of this new tax, since it 
will be a material charge on road 
transport. 


The Sugar Duty. 


The reduction of the sugar duty by one 
farthing will be of benefit not only to the 
consumer, but to the sugar refiner, a much 
more important matter, since it is a ques- 
tion of the employment of some thousands 
of workers. The public will welcome the 
proposal of a reduction in duties on the 
heavy motor vehicles where they have 
pneumatic tyres; for the noise in the 
London streets and suburbs is fast becom- 
ing unbearable. The House pricked up its 
ears when Mr. Churchill mentioned income 
tax, There is to be no reduction of the 
standard rate; but Mr. Churchill said 
that, as part of the general policy to help 
the producer, there would be an increase 
in the allowances for children. This little 
flash of humour amused the House an‘ 
kept it smiling until Mr. Churchill came 
to the end of his long statement. 


Rating Reform. 


The explanations of the Chancellor in 
regard to the rate relief to be given in 
many directions were necessarily so es- 
haustive that they occupied a considerable 
time; but members listened to them with 
the deepest interest. It was apparent that 
an extremely careful. and far-reaching 
scheme had been prepared, and in time 
industry generally should benefit. In some 
departments the benefits will not be long 
delayed.- Mr. Churchill has been fortu- 
nate in securing the co-operation of the 
railways, and this should result in lower 
freight rates within a reasonable time. 


His Fourth Budget. 


Mr. Churchill to-day aitained the dis 
tinction of having presented more Budgets 
in the House of Commons than anybody 
save Mr. Lloyd George. Mr. Churchill 
has four to his credit, but Mr. Llovd 
George has introduced no fewer than nine. 
Seven ex-Chancellors were present in the 
House to listen to Mr. Churchill's speech 
this afternoon. They were Mr. Baldwin, 
Mr. Lloyd George, Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain, Mr. Snowden, Sir Robet Horne, Mr.

BAD WEATHER FOR FLIGHT. 
Owing to the difficulty of landing. at 
night Colonel Lindbergh will land at 
Montreal and complete the trip to Quebec 
by a special train. He has taken with 
him in the ’plane three white mice. in a 
glass jar for use in connection with the 
serum treatment. 
Reports from the border state that the 
weather is unfavourable for flying. There 
are North-Easterly winds and snow. 
The latest bulletin states that Mr.

A fast 
motor car rushed Colonel Lindbérgh to 
Mitchell Field Aerodrome, where he paced 
anxiously up and down amid a gathering 
crowd while awaiting the arrival of the 
serum. At length it arrived, escorted by 
four policemen on motor cycles’ to ensure 
its rapid progress through the streets, 
which were crowded with midday traffic. 
Colonel Lindbergh’s flight is being made 
with a fast Army Falcon 'plane, capable 
of a speed of 150 miles an hour, specially 
lent by the Air Department at Washing- 
ton. Colonel Lindbergh estimates the dis- 
tance he has to travel as five. hundred 
miles, but does not expect to arrive before 
7 o'clock this evening, in view of the head- 
winds indicated in the weather reports.

Feom a Sreciat Comresponpent. 
An interesting situation has arisen in 
connection “with the visit of Mr. 
Hehry Ford to Europe. It will be 
rémembered that the tesidee American 
had intended to visit Ireland during his 
European stay, in order to inspect the 
Fordson works in Cork; but in a recent 
interview which he gave in London, he 
declared that he had abandoned his in- 
tention as a protest against the Irish Free 
State’s motor tariffs, and, although he re- 
ceived an invitation to the Viceregal 
Lodge, he apparently intends to return to 
the United States without having come 
to this country. 
Since Mr. Ford’s arrival in England, 
important, although, of course, strictly un- 
official, negotiations have been im pro- 
gress.

ARRESTS. 


CALL FOR PROPORTIONAL 
REPRESENTATION,

From Over SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Tuesday. 
The Northern Parliament to-day dis- 
cussed a bill submitted by the Labour 
Party and supported by Nationalist mem- 
bers, advocating the restoration of pro- 
portional representation for Local Govern- 
ment elections in Northern Ireland. The 
meg however, was rejected by 21 votes 
to 12. 


At the sitting of the House, Mr. Devlin, 
who made his first appearance this session 
following his recent illness, was gree 
with cheers from all parts of the Chamber. 

EASTER ARRESTS. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) asked if it was a fact 
that a number of young men were arrested 
at Easter for wearing the colours of the Irish 
Free State in their buttonholes, and if the 
date could be stated on which it became ille- 
yal to wear the colours of a constituent part 
cf the British Commonwealth of Nations; 
whether it was a fact that those men were 
still incarcerated without a charge, and 
whether some of them had lost their employ- 
ment as a result: of their arrest, and if their 
release would be ordered immediately. 

Mr. George B. Hanna, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Ministry for Home Affairs, reply- 
ing, said that on March 25 posters were ex- 
hibited announcing an Easter Week comme- 
moration to be held in Milltown Cemetery on 
Easter Sunday. The poster set out that an 
oration would be delivered at the Republican 
plot by a prominent Republican, and con- 
cluded with the words, ‘‘ God bless the clay 
where rest to-day the felons of our land.” 
‘Arrangements were made by the organisers 
for the distribution and display of an emblem 
or artificial flower by those attending the 
demonstration. 

It was obvious that the display in Belfast 
on Easter Sunday in such circumstances of 
an emblem indicating Republican sympathies 
was calculated giavely to imperil the peace 
of the city, and might well have given rise to 
serious disturbances. Instructions were, 
therefore, issued io the police to request per- 
sons wearing those emblems in such circum- 
stances to remove them. Eight men who re- 
fused were arrested by police on Easter Sun- 
day and lodged in Belfast Prison. 

In consultation with the Attorney-General 
their cases were carefully considered, and 
although there was no doubt that they had 
been guilty of an offence 


was decided that, in view of the serious 
warning given by their arrest and detention, 
it was unnecessary to take any farther action 
and they were released on April 16. He did 
not know if any of them lost their employ- 


ment. 
LABOUR ELECTORAL BILL. 


Mr. 8. Kyle (Labour): moved the second 
reading of a bill introduced by the Labour 
Government 


Party, entitled the Local 
(Amendment) Bill. The object of the mea- 
sure, he said, was to enable the various local 
government bodies in Northern Ireland to be 
as fully representative of public opinion as 


ssible, and re-establish the position created 
= the Imperial Government in 1919. In 


the first place the bill provided that in a 


contested election of a member or members 
of a local authority for any local electoral 
area, each.elector would have one vote which, 
in cases where there were more than two 
candidates standing, would be a transferable 
more 


vote, and where there were two or 
candidates to be elected the election would 


be according to the principle of Proportional 


Kepresentation, 


Mr. Kyle said that this was very necessary 
as was demonsttated in the City.of Belfast 


in connection. with the Poor Law elections. 


Some of the wards. in the city returned two 
or three members, and it meant that the 


majority secured all the candidates in 
the ward. He instanced the last contest 
for members of the Belfast Board of 
Guardians. The three official Unionist can- 
didates, who received 3,000 votes, were re- 
turned, although the Labour candidate polled 
1,800 votes, or more than one-third of the 
entire votes cast. Minorities had no chance 
of securing representation under the present 
system. 

The Labour Party also desired the electoral 
areas restored to the position they were in 
in 1919, He contended that the unsatisfactory 
position of the City of Belfast was due to the 
domination exercised by the Unionist Party 
in the city since Belfast was granted a 
Council. 

FREE STATE SYSTEM CONDEMNED. 

Mrs. Chichester (Unionist) moved an 
amendment that the bill be read ‘‘this day 
Six months,” which is the usual Parlia- 
mentary form for moving its rejection. She 
said that the people of Northern Ireland were 
the victims of two experiments—one in local 
government, one in Parliamentary elections. 
That House had expressed its opinion in re- 
gard to the local government experiment by 
abolishing proportional representation, and she 
hoped that before very longa similar ex- 
pression of opinion would be given in regard 
to proportional representation for Parlia- 
mentary elections, and that it would be finally 
and definitely brought to an end. 

Referring to ‘‘the fallacy of proportional 
representation,’”” Mrs. Chichester pointed out 
that in the City of Belfast in two elections 
under this system, the Nationalists, who had 
one quarter of the population, only returned 
one member. She added that in the Free 
State the difficulties of the Administration 
had been multiplied and intensified a hundred- 
fold by the system of proportional representa- 
tion. They saw how parties were split into 
small. groups of cranks, faddists, and ex- 
tremists, and the system was extremely 
clumsy, confusing, and exasperating. The 
cost of elections under proportional represen- 
tation to the ratepayers increased between 
five and six hundred per cent. After a con- 
siderable experience of local, government she 
never heard anything but abuse for propor- 
tional representationg Fifty-two local govern- 
ment bodies petitioned for the abolition of 
proportional representation,» and not one 
single body voted for its retention. 

UNIONISTS IN THE FREE STATE. 

Mr. Cahir Healy (Nationalist) said that no 
single party in the Free State wished to 
abolish proportional representation. (‘‘ Oh !’’) 
He wondered what the friends of Mrs. 
Chichester, the former Unionists in the Free 


State, would say if proportional repre- 
sentation were abolished : and he 
wondered if she would have as 


little difficulty advocating its abolition in 
the Free State as in Northern Ireland. 
He pointed out that in Sligo, as a result of 
proportional representation, eight of the 
twenty-four seats on the Corporation were 
won by the old Unionist Party. In the Free 
State there was representation for minorities, 
but in the North they were not satisfied to 
give representation even to majorities. In the 
Free State all parties were represented on the 
local Councils, and no one ever suggested that 
members of the old Unionist Party should be 
deprived of the right to vote and have repre- 
sentation in the management of local affairs. 
MR. DEVLIN’S SUPPORT. 

Speaking on behalf of the bill, Mr. Devlin 
said that the Northern Government at the 
first opportunity abolished the guarantee for 
minorit rights, their act being unworthy not 
only of politicians, but of honourable men. 
The moment they abolished proportio 
representation they set up a jerrymandering 
machine which bed not only minorities, 
but actually robbed maiorities in certain areas 
of the representation to which they ‘were 
entitled. Every tribunal set up was a partisan 
tribunal, and the whole machinery was in 
“hin to make seats safe for the opposi- 

ion. 

“I sometimes think that if we had any 
shame we would not come here at all, but 
allow your Parliament to die of stagnation,’’ 
said Mr. Devlin. When the Nationalists 
entered that House, he said, they hoped that 
antagonism and sectarianism would disappear, 
but they were disappointed. 

WHEN PARTITION ENDS. : 

Mr. Donnelly (Nationalist) said that the 
reason they did not.come into the Northern’ 
Parliament at the beginning was that they 
had strong objection to coming into a House, 
as at present constituted, which represented 
the partition of Ireland. As Irishmen, they 
looked upon that as the curse of the country, 
both North and South. aac 

“TI think I am correct in stating that it is 
a greater curse to the North than the South,” 
he added. “ As long as we are in this House 
we will use every effort in our power to 
bring about the union of our country, North 
and South. I think the ultimate union ol 
the country—which to my mind will prove 
its salvation—does not mean the abolition of 
this House, nor does it mean that any of t 
powers of this Parliament will be reduced,”’ 

The amendment was carried by 21 votes to

TOWN TENANTS’ CAUSE. 
———— - 
DEMANDS OF KILKENNY 
MEETING. 


There was a large attendance at a public 
meeting, which was held at the Parade, Kil- 
kenny, last Sunday night, when resolutions 
were passed calling on all town tenants to 
organise, and thus be in a position to ensure 
that promised legislation would be intro- 
duced at an early date, and that it would be 
so shaped as to meet the just requirements of 
tenants; and calling on the Free State Go- 
vernment, in the interests of public health, 
to make generous grants, and provide long- 
term loans to local authorities to enable them 
to build suitable houses at a rent within the 
reach of the working classes. 

Mr. Byrne, Secretary of the Executive 
Council of the Town Tenants’ League, said 
that their only purpose was to see that the 
rent-paying community got a square deal. 
They were also prepared to give a fair and 
square deal to the house owners. 

Proceeding, he said that, next to the 5t. 
Vincent de Paul Society, no society was 
doing more humanitarian work in looking 
after the “under dog” than the Town 
Tenants’ League. 

The present Government, he contended, 
had failed miserably in connection with the 
housing question. 

Mr. P. de Loughrey, T.D., said that the 
Government might not have done all that 
might be expected, but they should get 
credit for what they had done, even when 
beset with many difficulties: The housing 
problem was the greatest problem that they 
were up against, and the man who built a 
house in Ireland at the present day was 
a public benefactor. 

Mr. Derrig, T.D., said that one way in 
which the problem could be, and ought to 
be, solved ‘was that ground rents, instead 
of going to big landlords, should be. 3nade 
available to, and collected by, corporations 
and urban councils and devoted towards a 
reduction in the local rates.

WORK OF THE DUBLIN CIVIC 
GUARDS, . 

A parade of about forty members of the 
Metropolitan branch of the Civic Guard took 

lace yesterday in the Lower Castle Yard, 
Dublin, for the purpose of. giving the women 
ofticials of the All-Ireland Donkey Protection 
Society an opportunity of eXpressing their 
appreciation of the help rendered by the 
Guards in preventing cruelty to donkeys. The 
objects of the Society are to encourage better 
treatment of donkeys, to warn persons guilty 
of cruelty towards them, and to notify any 
acts of cruelty requiring prosecution. 

The officers of the Ciwle Guard present were 
Chief Superintendent . Willoughby, Superin- 
tendent McFeely and Inspector O'Callaghan. 

Lady Myles, vice-president of the Dublin 
branch of the Society, presented, on behalf 
of the Society, a walking-stick and a certifi- 
cate to Guards John Heffron and James 
Brady, im recognition of their «services in 
preventing cruelty to animals, 

Chief Superintendent Willoughby explained 
that the two Guards mentioned had the best 
records in the division @iring the’ year in 
connection with this duty. ‘ Only two. pre- 
sentations could go to the diyision, but there 
were several other members of the force well 
in the rgnning for certificates. 

Mrs. K. M. Shewell, general honorary 
secretary, said that they were indebted to 
Guards Heffron and Brady for the excellent 
work that was done by them in aid of the 
Society by protecting donkeys from the 
cruelty of their careless owners. They did 
not forget the valuable work of other members 
of the force who had rendered great assist- 
ance. Some two thousand cases of cruelty to 
animals were reported annually, and quite 
half that number concerned donkeys, of which 
there were a quarter of a million in the 
country. 

The problem of the.continual influx of 
decrepit and suffering donkeys, which were 
imported to this country by itinerant tinkers, 
made the work of the Society never-ending. 

Mrs. Jones,. honorary secretary, . Dublin 
branch, endorsing the remarks of Mrs. Shewell, 
paid a tribute to the unfailing courtesy, 
promptness in action, and zeal of the Guards 
in bringing to a successful issue all cases of 
cruelty to animals that came under their 
notice,

SETTLEMENT OF PRIVY 
COUNCIL APPEAL. 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
i LONDON, Tuesday. 

In the list for hearing by a Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council (the Lord 
Chancellor, Lord Buckmaster and Lord 
Warrington) to-day was a petition for special 
leave to appeal from a decision of the Irish 
Court of Appeal, the petitioner being Mr. 
T. J. Wilson, of Dublin; and the respondents 
Mr. Thomas Fraser Matheson, Mr. John 
Brown, Mr. Walter Hume and Mr. Henry 
Archer, the first-named being a Dublin 
merchant. 

On the case being called, Mr. A. A. Dickie, 
K.C., with whom was Mr. R. Meares, who 
appeared for the petitioner, announced that 
the matter had been settled on the previous 
night, and expressed et that it had not 
been possible to inform their lordships of the 
result sooner. He now asked for the case to 
be struck out, without costs on either side. 

Mr. Charles 8. Campbell, K.C., represent- 
ing the respondents, supported the applica- 
tion, which was then granted. 

The petition arose out of an action for 
damages for alleged breach of contract, dated 
November 25rd, 1921, whgreby the petitioner 
agreed to purchase shares held by the re- 
spondents in the Ivy Weaving Company, 
Limited, and to procure the release of the 
respondents from their liability to the Belfast 
Banking Company, Limited, as gusrantors for 
the said company, and for damages for breach 


of a verbal agreement to the said effect, and 
for dam or alleged breach of an agree- 
ment, to be implied or inferred from corre- 


spondence between the respondents and the 
petitioner and his agents. 
The respondents:— Messrs. Matheson, 
Archer and Hume—were directors of the Ivy

Three-fourths relief cn manu- 
facturing ‘production in industry direct 
through ‘the rates and through the medium of 
railways, canals, docks and harbours would 
cost over £21,000,000 a year. Three millions 
would be required to inaugurate the new 
scheme of ‘local government. Therefore, the 
total money “to be ‘found by the Exchequer 
would amount to £29,000,000 a year. 

In the face of such a sum it was necessary 
to accumulate in advance a substantial sur" 
plus fund from which the annual yield of tke 
new duties could, be supplemented until, with 
the natural growth of those duties, a sam 
would be found to meet the outgoings of the 
Exchequer, 

“I am not prepared to mortgage future 
Budgets by charges which will deprive me or 
my successor—for always think of him 
(laughter) —óf ‘means of alleviating the lot of 
the general taxpayer in the next few years. 
The finance of the rating scheme is, therefore, 
in principle, and*to a very large extent, self: 
contained.”’ Si. 

He thought that by the end oí 1932, allow 
ing for £3,000;000- to» bring into: effect the 
change in the system of local’ government, 
but not allowing for the sugar relief or for the 
motor licence. relief, the adverse:balance would 
not exceed £4,000,000 on the working of the 
scheme, Then Parliament would be free to 
review the whole position. 

THE ROUGH AND THE SMOOTH. 

“In its main features, this scheme must be 
taken as a whole. It is quite impossible for 
the Exchequer to rescue industry from its 
position as a milch cow for local needs by 
placing itself and its vast resources in the 
the same unhappy plight. We cannot give 
the relief which is-needed to industry unless 
in reimbursing the local authorities we put 
ourselves, the central Exchequer, in a firm 
and secure financial position. 

“You cannot have the new reliefs without 
the new taxes and the new reforms. Every- 
one who approves of the general plan must 
take the tough with the smooth, and there is 
rough as well as smooth in it. All holds to- 
gether, and while .considerable modifications 
in detail are necessarily open the policy must 
be supported or opposed, accepted or rejected, 
as a whole.” 


INCOME TAX. 
GREATER ALLOWANCES 
FOR CHILDREN. 


Mr. Churchill’s next announcement was 
greeted with loud cheering. He said that, 
while he was unable to make any reduction 
on the standard rate of income tax, children's 
allowances, which were now £356 for the first 
child and £27 for the others, would be raised 
to £60 and £50 respectively. Moreover, the 
increases would be applicable in the year of 
the infant’s birth. 

“These remissions give a far greater relief 
to the smaller income tax payer who is 
married and has children than would accrue 
from large deductions in the standard rate. 
This increasing of the children’s allowances 
is another application of our general policy 
of helping the producer.” (Loud laughter.) 

Mr. Churchill indicated how the remission 
would operate in the cases of men with three 
children and the following yearly incomes :— 

£400--Entircly free from tax. 

£500—Tax more than halved; reduction 
equivalent to 2s. 9d. in the standard rate. 

Men with incomes of £600, £700, £800 
and £1,000 a year would get relief 
equivalent to reductions of 1s. 6d., 1s. 5d., 
1s. 2d. and 8d. respectively in the standard 
rate, 


THE OUTLOOK. 
OUR JOURNEY NO LONGER 
OVER-CLOUDED. 


Mr. Churchill said that the various remis- 
sions left him with a margin of £14,502,000, 
which would be carried forward in the 
suspensory fund. ‘To this I add, ie YN 
security, last year’s surplus of 24,259,000, 
making the total Niomt to the suspensory 
fund £18,741,000. This would be used either 
to meet the ordinary contingencies of 1928 or 
later on to make the supplementary payments 
to the local authorities which were involved 
in the general plan for relieving industry. 

“- Our onward journey is no longer over- 
clouded, and the future finance of this country 
is freer of difficulty and stringency than in 
any other Budget which it has been my duty 
to open. Unless some catastrophe on a great 
scale, for which I can perceive no cause either 
at home or abroad, plunges us once again 
into a position of embarrassment, the yield 
of income tax and super-tax ought to make a 
stronger revival in 1929 than I am counting 
on in the present year. 

“The position will be improved by the 
results of continuing that policy of economy 
in detail which, without impairing our social 
services or endangering the national defence, 
has been so helpful to us both in 1927 and 
1928. If 1928 should become a year of real 
advance towards prosperity, my position in 
1929 might well be the least unsatisfactory 
that I have had to cope with. in my tennre of 
the Exchequer. Possibly, even, there might 
be the means available then of making some 
further relief in taxation for the. benefit of 
all classes.”’ 


FLAMES SHOOT ACROSS 
| STREET. , 


EIGHT INJURED IN FURNACE 
' EXPLOSION. 


Seven men and a boy were injured by an 
explosion which occurred yesterday at the 
premises of Messrs. Marsden and Saffley, bolt 
and nut manufacturers, of Denbigh street, 
Liverpool. Michael Mura (16), of Athol 
street, and Edwin Cook ), of Butterfield 
street, were taken to the Northern Hospital, 
the boy suffering from severe injuries to the 
head and burns and the man from injuries 
to the face and neck, Others who received 
slight burns would not go to hospital, and a 
man who was hit in the face by red-hot rivets 
and bolts received treatment, but was not 
detained. 

“A blast furnace had just been in use, and 

in order to cool the bricks, which were red 
hot, cold water was thrown on them. Im- 
mediately there was a loud explosion, and 
bricks. flew in all directions. A sheet of flame 
shot out from the furnace across the street 
which was about thirty feet wide and set on 
fire a number of empty bags on a wagon at 
the other side..

DEFENDANTS’ ATTITUDE. 

Mr. Overend sdid that if the plaintiff went 
on, instead of taking the money out of Court, 
consequences might have been worse. The 
only course open was to accept the sum paid 
into Court. a the defendants who were 
accused in this case, Instead of going into 
the box and denying their guilt they chose 
to rely on.a technical ground, and say: “You 
have not given sufficient evidence to drive us 
into the box to deny the charges.”” Having 
tuken that course, the directors must abide 
by it. 

"Phe Lord Chief Justice sepawted that the 
taking of money from one of the defendants 
would release the others. 

Mr. Overend: agreed, but contended there 
was sufficient eviderice to go to a jury with 
ithe case that the direction was wrongly 

iven. He explained the decision of Mr. 
Sustice Brown, and emphasised that the plain- 
tiff was not nbw seeking a new trial, but 
that the erroneous direction given against 
him, with judgment and costs, should be set 
aside. ; 

‘‘ A great wrong has been done us,’ 
Mr. Overend, ‘‘ all because an order has been 
wrongly made. Now we have to pay costs 
amounting to hundreds—possibly thousands-- 
of pounds.” 

‘Don’t move’ us to tears,” replied the 
Lord Chief Justice, with a smile 

Mr. Overend said that a lot of sentiment 
had been imparted into the case already. 

He submitted that the direction that Mr. 
Justice Brown gave in favour of the de- 
fendants should oe set aside, that the order 
directing the plaintiff to pay the costs of the 
defendants should, be discharged, and that, 
in lien of that, the three Belfast directors 
should be ordered to pay the plaintiff the 
costs of the action down to the date the 
direction was obtained, less the costs obtained 
from Messrs. Sperling. 

The Court adjourned.

DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT. (CRIMINAL) 
POSSESSION OF A CHILD. 


- 


CHARGE AGAINST A GRAND- 
FATHER. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

A middle-aged man named Robert Bolger, 
was indicted with having, in July last, by 
force or fraud, taken away and detained 
Arabella O'Riordan, aged 25 years, with the 
intention of depriving Joseph O’Riordan, her 
father, of the possession of the child. He 
pleaded not guilty, and Mr. A. Lynn (in- 
structed by Mr. P. H. O'Reilly), who de- 
fended, submitted that the charge could not 
be sustained, as the accused man had claimed 
a right to the possession of the child, whose 
grandfather he was. 

The Judge—If a person made a claim to 
the possession of a child to whom he had no 
right or title preparatory to exercising that 
claim, would that exonerate him from the 
consequences of his act’? 

Mr. Lynn said that that was not his point, 
The person who had made a claim to that 
right prior to carrying it out should not, he 
said, be liable to a criminal prosecution. 
There should, however, be some foundation 
for the claim, as there was in this case. The 
defendant, the grandfather, had taken posses- 
sion of the child in the absence of the father. 

The Judge said that the deposition did 
not disclose any evidence upon which he 
could give a decision, and he was inclined to 
let the matter go to the jury. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., who prosecuted, sub- 
mitted that, in the case of a legitimate child, 
the father was the natural guardian. The 
father was the prosecutor, and his claim was 
paramount to that of any other person. His 
guardianship conld be taken away only by an 
order of the Court, and the grandfather could 
not hold possession of the child against the 
wishes of the father. The grandfather was 
anxious to do what. he could for the child, 
but if he would not be advised against the 
course which he was taking he should take 
the consequences of his action. The natural 
right of the father should be admitted by the 
defendant, unless it was shown that he was 
not properly discharging his duties. 

The hearing of the case was postponed to 
see whether a settlement could be come to, 
and Ppvepqnentiy “the defendant agreed to 
hand the child over to its father.

“JOBBED” GOODS. 


COMMISSION AGENT IN THEFT 
CHARGE. 


James P. Kavanagh, a commission. agent, 
with offices at Burgh quay, pleaded not guilty 
to stealing a quantity of wearing apparel, the 

roperty of Messrs. Palmer and Company, 
4ondon, between March, 1927, and March, 
1928. He was defended by Mr. F. T. 
Sweeney (instructed by Messrs. 
Joyce). 

Mr. Carrigan explained that the accused 
man entered into @n agreement with Palmer 
and Company to act as their agent in Dub- 
lin for the sale of their goods, 
consisting chiefly. of mantles, coats, 
and skirts. Goods to the value of between 
£200 and £300 were sent to the accused man. 
and in the summer of last year Palmer and 
Company, snag trade unsatisfactory, re- 

uested Kavanagh to send back the goods, 

ere was considerable correspondence, but 
the goods were not returned, and when the 
accused man was arrested on March 23rd 
he said that he had sold the goods for £150. 

Miss Margaret Adams, a representative of 
the firm, whose premises are situated at 
Cheapside, London, gave evidence of Kava- 
nagh s appointment, the despatch of the 
goods, and the correspondence. The accused 
man had observed the terms of the agree- 
ment up to June or July of last year. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that. some 
of .the goods involved’ in the charge were 
consigned to Kavanagh in 1925 and 1926, 

Evidence was given by a detective that 
when the accused man was arrested on the 
23rd March he said: “I have sold the goods 
at 50 per cent, off. I have not been paid for 
the goods, but am promised payment. If I 
am not paid TÍ make good the amount 
myself.” 

. An application by Mr. Sweeney for a diree- 
tion to the jury was refused, and the case 
was allowed to go to the jury. 

The accused man, giving evidence, denied 
stealing the goods, which he said had been 
sold to the best advantage for the firm. He 
had not, however, been paid for them. He 
was still responsible for the cost of the goods, 
and, when — would refund the money to 
th> firm. He had previously ‘ jobbed ” 
goods for Palmer’s, and forwarded the money 
in due course. 

The jury found the prisoner guilty, and 
recommended him to leniency.

REPORT APPROVED. 


The Central Executive Committee of the 
Irish Agricultural and Technical Instruction 
Officers’ Organisation, on behalf of the staffs 
of the Local Committees of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction, has passed the follow 
ing resolution :— | 

“That we, having carefully considered the 
report of the Technical Education Commis 
sion, approve of same,:and urge the Govern 
ment to give immediate effect to those 
portions of the recommendations that can be 
put into operation without legislation, and 
to introduce legislation to implement the 
portions that require it.” 

PROPOSED MANDATORY RATE. 
The operation of agricultural schemes is 
at present conditional on the levying of a 
local rate in aid of the schemes, which is 
at present optional. The average rate for 
agriculture is considerably less than ld, in 
e £, and the grants from central sources 
in aid of county schemes amount to £90,000. 
or about four times the local contribution. 
Thus the present arrangement makes it 
possible to deprive a county of its share of 
the Government grant and the educational 
and economic benefit of the scheme if the 
very small local rate is withheld. _ This

and upwards of £10,500,000 has actually been 
saved by the departments, or clawed back 
from them by the Treasury. (Laughter.) 1 
submit, therefore, that it is not entirely, or 
even mainly, good luck, but hard . work, 
which has produced the modest, but not 
unwelcome, surplus of £4,500,000. 

THE SINKING FUND. 

We have done very well this year in reduc- 
tion of debt. The new sinking fund was 
raised to the wunprecedented igure of

This total of £80,000,000 is strictly compar- 
able with the £52,000,000 provided under 
both heads by my predecessor in office in the 
Budget of 1924.

“Lastly, in order to inaugurate the new 
system, and to mitigate the hard cases and 
anomalies inseparable from*a great change 
of this character, there will be an additioan! 
grant of new money from the Exchequer, 
over and above what the local authorities 
are receiving now, and for this purpose I am 
me to find £3,000, a year, though 

trust it will not all’ be required. 

“ This potent fund of money comprised in 
the block grant will be used, not only for 
reimbursing local authorities, but also for 
the purpose of securing a gradual but con- 
tinuous adjustment of the resources of in- 
dividual local authorities to the needs and 
the character of the population for whom 
they are responsible. The creation of wider 
areas for certain purposes of local govern- 
ment has long been urgent. 

“ Both poor law and the highways require 
a broader basis of adjustment, and here an 
interesting and helpful feature presents itself. 
Either of these questions treated se arately 
involves disturbance—and considerable dis- 
turbance—of the resources and the burdens 
of particular areas, Widening the area of 
the be law helps, on the whole, the towns 
at the expense of the countryside. Enlarg- 
ing the boundaries of highway administra- 
tion helps the countryside at the expense of 
the towns. 

“ Either of these problems taken separately 
gen! presents insuperable difficulties, 

ut, taken together, linked in one compre- 
hensive scheme, these discrepancies are, to 
a considerable extentindeed, to a remark- 
able extent—cancelled out and neutralised, 
and, with the additional subvention from the 
Exchequer, which the institution of wider 
areas of charge renders possible, there is no 
reason why the double reform should not be 
achieved not only without any marked in- 
crease in the rates in any area, but with a 
substantial relief in many highly-rated areas, 
and with a large balance of reduction gener- 
ally from one end of Great Britain to the 
other. 

*“ It will be seen that in what I have j 
said I have been giving two very- im tus 
indications of the Local Government Bill of 
the winter.”’ 

‘There are the two indications—larger 
areas and lower rates—these are the two 
main features which will characterise the bill 
to be presented in the autumn. The policy 
which we intend to follow is directly opposed 
to that advocated from several quarters of 
transferring to the Central Government, whole 
blocks of services now discharged locally 
like the care of the able-bodied poor, Such a 
remedy would be improvident and re- 
actionary, It would sap the vitality of our 
local government system and impair local 
responsibility. We hope that the main Local 
Government Bill will receive the Royal 
Assent by Christmas, or, at any rate, “by 
Easter. On this basis, and provided that 
the new valuations’ under the Valuation 
Ascertainment Bill are completed about the 
same date, the first relief to rates on pro- 
ductive industry will begin in the rate pay- 
ment October, 1929, 

REPLY TO LABOUR. 

““ Finally, the fulfilment of the scheme of 
local government reform will be achieved dur- 
ing the course of 1030. There ís a long job 
before us. Unless Parliament is strong 
enough, patient enough, dignified enough, to 
pursue over a long period of time national 
objects of prime importance, it would be far 
better to admit that the capacity for design 
and concerted action no longer resides among 
us. (A Labour Member—‘* You have begun 
Jate.”) We have begun late? What could 
we have done when we were fighting the 
greatest industrial struggle in this country? 
(Labour interruptions.) What is this we 
hear from Labour representatives’ If these 
great objects are not worth pursuing, if they 
take eighteen months “to bring into effect, 
what prospect is there of achieving any real 
advance in legislation ? 

‘I hope I am not to take that intemperate 
and precipitate mood as an indication of the 
line which the Labour Party is going to 
adopt towards this vast scheme of construc- 
tive social reform—mockery, derision and 
scoffing ; if so, I say, we will advance against 
you with the utmost. vigour.” ‘(Cheers and, 
counter cheers. ) 

Mr. Kirkwood—You are threatening us. 

Mr, Churchill—I am only threatening the 
hon. gentleman to use my constitutional 
rights against him, as he may use his against 
me. Now I will turn to the first stage—that 
is to say, the provision of money. The 
prospective surplus of £5,502,000 is welcome, 
so far as it goes. I was very glad to see it, 
because this is the first [ have seen of my 
own production; but it affords no means of 
se, therefore, 
as a first step, to increase that surplus by 
carrying forward, by a clause in the Finance 
Bill, the £4,239,000 surplus of last year, 
which, by law, in the ordinary circumstances 
would be devoted to a further reduction of 
the debt. This addition raises the prospec- 
tive surplus to £9,741,000—far too small for 
the problems which we have to face. 


PETROL TAX, 
4D, PER GALLON. 


Remarking that he must, therefore, find 
substantial new revenue, the Chancellor re- 
ferred to the increasing dependence of the 
country upon impo liquid fuel. The 
scientific utilisation of our vast and magnifi- 
cent deposits of coal constituted a national 
object of prime importance, and any policy 
which ten to promote and accelerate the 
scientific development had at least one 
powerful argument in its favour. The im- 
mense expansion of road transport by motor 
vehicles was an economic advantage of 
measureless consequence to the whole indus- 
trial life of the community. 

Nothing must be allowed to restrict that 
development so long as it proceeded on a 
sound, economic basis, but if a particular 
class of road vehicles were found to be re- 
ceiving undue advantage eo that the traffic 
which would naturally go by rail 
were artifically diverted to the roads, that 
would be a wasteful feature which would -be 
eliminated from any well-managed business. 

HOLDING THE BALANCE. 

It was the duty of the State to hold the 
balance even between road and rail. and to 
let the. best form of transport win on its 
merits. No one could say that the balance 
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trasting the rapidly expanding pleasure traffic 
with the depressed and struggling condition 
of our Hiasic industries, the Government have 
come to the conclusion that a new duty should 
be imposed upon certain kinds of imported 
oil, not to pay for the ordinary upkeep of 
the country, but to be devoted to the relief 
of other burdens. 
A FORMULA FOUND. 

The new tax will be upon what are called 
the lighter hydro-carbon oils, which are im- 
ported or are derived from imported 
materials. I am advised that there is no 
difficulty in establishing a chemical frontier 
between light and heavy oils e Govern- 
ment Chemist, assisted by other distinguished 
scientists, has devised a formula which, 
believe, will be found to be completely satis- 
factory. 

£4,500,000 AT 1d. A GALLON, 

This formula will cover not only petrol, but 
other forms of motor spirit, kerosene and 
white spirit. It excludes the heavy oils which 
are known as fuel oils, Diesel oil and gas oil; 
because any addition to their price, which is 
very low, would so greatly restrict their use 
as to cause economic disturbances out of 
all proportion to the revenue involved. The 
formula also excludes lubricating oils. 

Therefore, we confine ourselves to the light 
hydro-carbon oils. In the main, those are 
used for motor transport and for various 
industrial purposes, for the lighting and heat- 
ing of public places and the dwellings of all 
classes. The duty is extended to turpentine, 
which is in active competition with white 
spirit. The tax on the thousand million 
gallons of light oils, either imported or 
derived from - imported materials, would 
amount in 1929 (the first full year of collec- 
tion) to about £4,500,000 for every penny on 
the gallon, 

ad. A GALLON. 

We have been advised by high authorities 
that to put a tax of fourpence on these light 
oils would ‘not prevent the rapid progressive 
increase of consumption. The extraordinary 
fall in price of the last five years renders 
the moment for imposing the tax singularly 
opportune. I understand that about half the 
present price of petrol is represented by the 
cost of distribution, and there is every reason 
to believe that some considerable compression 
might easily be effected. 

There is no doubt whatever that road 
transport in all its forms will continue to 
mg rapidly, and that the ccnsumption of 
ight oils will continue to expand in spite 
of the tax of fourpence a gallon which we 
propose to institute. In fact, we are esti- 
mating for a substantial and steady increase 
of consumption year after year, and our plans 
are based on that. “With the sanction of the 
Committee, the tax will be imposed as from 
to-morrow. 

Arrangements have been made by which it 
will apply simultaneously not only to all 
future importations, or to the great ocean 
installations, but to all stocks held at the 
ports, or in ‘any of .the large tank installa- 
tions, or in the refineries down to stocks 
lower than 10,000 gallons. 

Stocks under 10,000 gallons in the hands of

efineries will be placed in bond, and the 
duty collected on the products as they leave 
the premises. 
SCOTTISH SHALE OIL. 

All. forms of home produg¢tion from 
indigenous products will be free from any 
countervailing Excise. That is a most im- 
portant decision, Thus an ugdoubted stimulus 
will be afforded to the production of Scottish 
shale oil and other British oils, benzol, and 
the liquid fuel manufactured by all these new 
scientific processes from British coal, This 
advantage may Yapidly produce important 


results, 
OIL FROM COAL. 

Tho addition of fourpence gives effectual 
protection to this great home industry. It 
will have a very great effect in bridging the 
gap between the scientific production, which 
is now perfectly possible on the large scale, of 
oil from local and. commercial production, 
which has not yet been achieved. 

All oil used afleat in fishing fleets, whether 
deep sea or inshore fishing, will be free. 
Bunker oil is free. 


RELIEF FOR TRACTORS, 

Further, the tax upon light oils used in 
et yr mag tractors, of which there are 

,000, for the purpose of tillage, and only for 
the purpose of tillage, in all its stages—not 
stationary engines—will be remitted. 

It is estimated that the duty will yield in 
the financial year 1928 £14,000,000, and in 
1929 £17,800,000, and that thereafter the re- 
venue from it will rise year by year by about 
£1,260,000 a year 

These are ‘net. figures on a conservative 
basis after allowing for the Northern Ireland 
share of the new revenue and the exemptions. 

The new revenue derived from this tax, 
together with the ordinary surplus this year, 
will supply means for the rating reliels to 
productive industries. Those reliefs cannot 
come into opération before October, 1929. I 
am thus collecting the whole revenue of this 
year and of 1929 in a period when [ shall 
only have to pay out half relief im the latter 
year, 


CHEAPER SUGAR, 
HELP FOR BRITISH 
REFINERIES. 


REFINERS’ UNDERTAKING. 

The new scheme of duty is designed to 
encourage the importation of raw sugar, 
which must undergo a refining operation in 
this country, rather than the importation of 
the white sugar, which is refined abroad. 
The British refiners have undertaken very 
explicitly that if this scheme is accepted by 
the Committee the normal difference between 
the prices of raw and refined sugar will be 
reduced by the full equivalent of the duty— 
namely, 2s, 4d. per cwt.—that is, id. a 
pound, 

The change in duty will take effect from 
to-morrow. ‘‘ The estimate of the cost to 
the Exchequer is £2,300,000 this year, and 
£2,900,000 in a full year. The reduction of 
price ought to reach the consumer in a few 
days. 

““I believe, after very careful examination, 
that the kerosene duty and the sugar re- 
mission balance each other, and, on. the 
whole, the balance is definitely on the side 
of the sugar remission, being the larger. 


THE OIL DUTY. 
CHANCELLOR’S APPEAL TO 
» MOTORISTS. 


“ To return to the oil duty. I have tried 
my best to see if a partial substitution of 
an extra petrol duty above the fourpence 
opuld be introduced in place of the horse- 
power tax or part of the horse-power tax, 
and I have considered carefully whether 
such an extra duty could be superimposed 
upon the new oil duty, which, of course, 
is required for the central purposes of the 
State. 

“ I close no door for the future. I know 
well how in many ways it would be advan- 
tageous to the export of motor cars to our 
Dominions, but am sure this cannot be 
done now. ‘The complications are enormous, 
and so are the differences of opinion. 

““I hope motorists will consider the plan 
and the policy of the Budget as a whole, 
and form their opinion as citizens and not 
as motorists. It is a part of the main argu- 
ment I am submitting that heavy vehicles 
that run almost continuously upon the roads 
do not at'present bear their proper economic 
share of road maintenance. The fourpenny 
oil duty will fall appreciably upon them, 
and I stand here to argue that it ought so 
to fall. 

LOWER LICENCE DUTIES. 

“ But I am anxious to reduce the addi- 
Tional burden to limits which do not 
impede the healthy development of these 
invaluable means of internal com- 
munication. The Minister of Transport 
prepared a series of Ag reductions of 
licensed duties upon lighter goods and 
hackney vehicles. The essence of them 1s 
that there will be reductions in the licence 
duties on lighter goods vehicles and hackney 
vehicles, and there will be, in addition, a 20 
per cent. rebate of licence duty allowable 
for all heavy vehicles, provided they : are 
fitted with pneumatic instead of solid tyres. 

“These mitigations will cost £800,000 in 
the present year and £1,250,000 next year. 
I have undertaken that the Exchequer shall 
share the cost of this relief with the Road 
Fund. ‘There is also a subsidiary remission 
for certain kinds of trailers. All these 
changes will take effect as from 1st January, 


1929. , 


RELIEF FROM RATES. 
PLAN TO SECURE CHEAPER 
TRANSPORT. 


Mr. Churchill next came to “the fertile 
and agreeable regions ” of special rating relief 
for the producer, manufacturer and agricul- 
turists,which, he said, would be afforded 
directly by reduction of rates upon premises, 
and indirectly by reduction of the rate burden 
upon the frei hi caxntvine railways, canals, 
harbours and docks. ee 

In the case of the railways, ete., the reliet 
would only be afforded conditionally on 
those undertakings making equivalent reduc- 
tions in ther transport charges wherever 
practicable. The public utility under- 
takings (gas, electricity and water) were out- 
side the scheme. With those exceptions any 
building or other property used for the pur- 
pose of production by means of manual 
labour would be included in the proposed 
relief—production, not distribution. Build- 
ings, or parts of buildings, like offices and 
residences, lay outside the scope of relief. 

REDUCTION BY THREE-QUARTERS. 

The object of the Valuation Ascertainment 
Bill, which would. speedily follow the 
Budget resolutions, was to separate one class 
of property from the other.
